To the Selectmen of Exeter : 

The Committee chosen by the town, ata meeting held August 7th, 1861, 
to pay the money voted by the town, to the dependents of the volunteers in 
the present war, under Chapter 2480 of the Pamphlet Laws, approved July 
4, 1861, submit to you the following report of their doings ; 


The whole number of volunteers from this town in the Army and Navy, 
the committee understand to be about one hundred and sixty; of this num- 
~ ber, fifty-five have families who are indigent, and assisted under the Act. 
The committee have received from the Selectmen, from May 9, 1861, to 
February 1, 1862, $4,699.00, and have expended during that time, $4,705.95. 
Of this sum $1,174.80 was paid out under the resolutions passed May 9, 
1861, and tor which the town will receive no remuneration. Nearly two- 
thirds of the balance of $3,531.15, the tewn will receive back from the State, 
agreeably to the before-mentioned Act. ‘The families of the fifty-five whe 
are assisted, are composed of 151 women and children, and there is paid out 
to them about $700.00 per month, making the sum of $8,000.00 a year to be 
raised by the town, should the number of relieved persons continue the same, 
$5,333.00 of which will be paid the town by the State. The committee learn 
from the Governor and Council, that probably no more regiments will be 
raised by the State, consequently our present list will not be much increased. 
The aid furnished by the town and State to the families of our townsmen who 
have gone to fight for the “ Constitution and the Union,” has been of great 
benefit in providing them the necessaries of life, and in some instances, in 
saving them from actual suffering. As was to be expected, cases have arisen 
in which the committee have been obliged to decide adverse to the claims of 
some individuals asking for relicf under the laws, but they have endeavored, 
with the advice of counsel, to decide those cases according to the true inten- 
tion of the resolutions passed by the town, and the provisions of the law. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

RHPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
OF THE 


FOWN OF EXETER, 
For the Year ending March 11, 1862.

In presenting the Report of the School Committee at this 
time, we do not propose to discuss theories, or to write an 
Essay on the General Principles of Education ; but rather to 
lay before you, as far as we can judge, the condition of each 
School, the improvement manifested, and any other facts or 
suggestions that may be of interest. 

Your Committee, in starting upon their duties, believing in 
the great importance of Primary E.lucation, decided that one 
of their number should give his undivided attention to the 
Primary Schools, whose account will be embodied in the fol- 
lowing Report. 

In District No. 1 some of the Primary Schools were found 
to be over-filed, at the expense of others. ‘To obviate this, 
the scholars were required to conform to the limits marked 
out by the District. If this is a disadvantage in some cases, - 
it can be altered at any time by a vote of the District chang- 
ing the bounds. 

We have made as frequent visits to the different schools as 
our duties required, trying at all times to excite in the minds 
of the pupils a laudable ambition, the eultivation of good 
morals and manners, and the importance of obeying all the 
reasonable regulations of the school.

In District No. 1 there are one High, two Grammar, and 
five Primary Schools. 


Grove Street Primary School, of which we shall first 
speak, has been taught by Miss Charlotte S. Ellis during the 
year. ‘The progress of this school has been somewhat retard- 
ed by the measles and whooping cough. More than three- 
quarters of the number in attendance during the course of 
the year have been kept at home a longer or shorter time by 
these diseases. This school-room is always kept clean and in 
order; the children neat and tidy, also respectful and obe- 
dient ; the teacher faithful and assiduous in the performance 
of her duties. On the whole we think the school has made 
commendable progress, and the teacher has lost none of the 
fidelity and success which has characterized her labors in 
former years. © 


Court Street School.—In this school, kept by Miss M. 
Abby Shaw, the attendance has been very irregular, owing 
in a great measure to the fluctuating character of a por- 
tion of the population in its neighborhood. Children will 
make their appearance in the school for the first time in the 
middle of a term, continue for a few weeks, and be seen- no 
more. Children are detained at home whenever the wants of 
the family demand it, without regarding their interests. These 
obstacles cannot be overcome, for the reason that some of the 
parents cannot appreciate the importance of regularity in the 
right training of the young. At the commencement of the 
year there was quite a dispersion of this school. Some of 
the children were found in one school, and some in another. 
Miss Hllis’s room in particular was crowded by greater num- 
bers than there were seats; consequently leaving a very 
small number in this school. This was not only an unpleasant 
trouble to your Committee, but a derangement in the studies 
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ef the children. Yet in spite of all these disadvantages this 
school has made progress; the order has been good, and the 
teacher faithful. 

Spring Street Primary.—The teacher employed for this 
school was Miss J. R. Harvey, but it has suffered in conse- 
quence of the ill health of the teacher. At intervals during 
the year she has been unable to attend to her duties, which 
have been performed in her absence by Miss Lydia Veasey. 
It cannot be expected that this schdol would exhibit that or- 
der and improvement that it would have under the constant 
attendance and discipline of one teacher during the year. 
The first class, however, appeared very creditably at their exam- 


ination. 
Pleasant Street Primary.—This school has been under the, 


charge of Miss M. C. Mitchell the past year, who also some 
years since taught it, and was then very favorably noticed. 
Her school has appeared well throughout the year—the at- 
tendance quite good—the children attentive, orderly and 
obedient. We judge the teacher faithful to her vocation. 

Prospect Hill School.—This schcol, still under the care of 
Miss L. J. Chase, is always a gratifying one to visit. There 
ig a harmony between teacher, pupils and school-room. Every 
thing that strikes the eye is agreeable. Order, neatness, 
good taste, bright eyes and clean faces prevail. The children 
move about the room quietly and “according to rule.” At 
the end of every term the improvement was apparent. 

Within the past year the District has enclosed the lot on 
which the school-house stands with a neat fence, and set out 
shade trees, which improvements were much needed. 

Spring Street Grammar School has been taught by Mr. 
K. Sperry French. This is his second year of service, and 
his room has been crowded during the year, which is a good 
iniex of his popularity as a teacher. Mr. French possesses 
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an earnestness and energy which he has the power of impart- 
ing to his pupils. We find his scholars always at work— 
prompt and ready with their answers—-perfectly orderly and 
quiet, yet with no appearance of restraint. He is the “ right 
man in the right place.” é 

The Grammar School on the other side of the river, kept 
by Miss Rebecca P. Woodman, who as teacher of this school 
has often appeared in our reports, which of itself is an argu- 
ment for her good qualities as a teacher. She has for these 
years labored faithfully and diligently—respected by pupils 
and parents—governing this school herself—never requiring 
aid or advice from Committees, thus securing to herself the 
name of a good teacher. 

The High School has been during the year under the charge 
of Mr. N. F. Carter as Principal, and Miss I. S. Swett as 
Assistant. Mr. Carter’s faithfulness and capabilities as a 
teacher have been too often noticed in former reports to need 
repetition here, but would say that we have been gratified in 
our visits during the year, to witness an improvement in the 
Order of the school, and consequently an aspect of studious- 
ness which we are sorry to say has sometimes been wanting ; 
and as a natural result the recitations of the different classes 
have been better prepared. 

It has been objected by some, that many of the scholars 
admitted to this school are too young ; undoubtedly, many of 
them, if older, would more highly prize the advantages of the 
school, but under the present gradation it cannot be other- 
wise. If an Intermediate School, as it is called, could be es- 
tablished between the Primary and Grammar, that difficulty 
would in a measure be obviated. 

The former Assistant Teacher having resigned her position, 
the Prudential Committee secured the services of Miss Swett, 
and your Committee have been much pleased in their visits to 
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her department. We have always found the scholars order- 
ly, and the method of instruction thorough—the room neat, 
and in fine all the duties required of her performed to our 
satisfaction. 

The District at their annual meeting appropriated a sum of 
money for the purpose of procuring a Teacher ‘of Penmanship 
for this school, and set apart a certain portion of time for 
teaching the same. ‘The Committee of the District selected 
Mr. Darrah, a well known teacher of that accomplishment in 
this town. Weexamined with care the books of each scholar, 
and found a marked improvement in the handwriting, not on- 
ly in the style, but in the finish of every letter. He has also 
paid particular attention to holding the pen, and a correct 
position of the body. It would be perfectly satisfactory to 
every one that would examine these specimens, that the mon- 
ey spent has been expended to a good purpose. We think 
that the pupils themselves are to be commended for the meat-

District No. 2 contains two schools. The Grammar School 
was taught by Mr. Aura L. Gerrish, who was also employed 
last year. This school gives full employment to a teacher ; 
he has to work hard not only to keep good order, but because 
there are more classes and additional studies; the children of 
this District not receiving the advantages of the High School. 
Mr. Gerrish is an earnest teacher, he appears to do his duty — 
faithfully, and to have the interest of his scholars at heart. 
This school is troubled with irregularity of attendance, which 
with a little care on the part of the parents could be obviated, 
remembering that absence from school is a loss to the child. 


The Primary School, under the charge of Mrs. H. I. 
Coggeshall, is one of the Tear in town, and one of the best. 
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The winter term is now under the charge of Mr. M. G. 
Roberts, who here makes his first appearance as teacher. 
The school has been in operation but a few weeks, and on 
visiting it we found him striving to the best of his ability, to 
improve those entrusted to his care. 

We submit that it would be for the interest of this District 
to follow the example of Districts No. 5 and 6, and procure a 
well qualified female teacher and keep her during the year. 
The practice of changing the teacher at the end of the sum- 
mer school is against the true interests of those concerned. 


District No. 6. 

This school has been instructed during the year by Miss 
Ada Robinson. Your Committee in their visits to this school, 
wish that a larger number of children could have the privi- 
lege of being under the charge of so refined and pleasant a 
teacher. We find them correctly and thoroughly taught, and 
particular care evinced in their training. 


District No. 6. 

This school the past year was kept by Miss A. P. White. - 
Tn this school we found some pupils whose scholarship is not 
surpassed in any other in town, and which of itself makes this 
one of the pleasantest to visit. The school is composed of 
large boys and girls, yet Miss White has conducted it through 
the year without the least trouble, which is not only oredita- 
ble to her as the head, but a testimony to the good deport- 
ment of her scholars. Ifer school on our visits to it has al- 
ways appeared orderly ; the recitations are well performed— 
the improvement apparent. Jer mode of teaching is mild 


yet efficient, which cannot help winning the roughest boy. 


In closing this report we would say, that we find excellen- 
cies in many of our schools, which if combined in one, woul 
make one better than any we ever had, or perhaps can ever 
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Mrs. C. has been improving in the art of teaching and man- 
aging children from the period of her first employment. She 
ig very maternal in her care and government, seeming to be 
as much devoted to the improvement of her pupils in all re- 
spects as though they were her own children ; and the chil- 
dren appear very much attached to her. In neatness and or- 
der, this schoo! is not surpassed by any in town. ‘The chil- 
dren take an interest in their studies, and their improvement 
is rapid. 
District No. 3. 


The summer term of thirteen weeks was under the care of 
Miss E. F. Sanborn; this being her first essay at teaching, 
and the term of her service so short, it was not expected that. 
we should discover any marked improvement. The school at 
our visit was orderly, and the classes appeared creditably in 
their recitations. 

The remainder of the year this school was conducted by Miss 
M. .Fellowes, who has had some experience in teaching. 
Miss EF. is a firm and decided teacher, quick to detect any- 
thing wrong, whether in recitation or government, and partic- 
ular in correc ng it. Your Committee were unfortunate in 
their visit at the close of her term, in finding quite a number 
of her scholars absent ; but judging the absent by the present, 
we are of the opinion that her Jabors were of advantage to the 
children submitted to her care. The order of the school was 
good and the improvement manifest. 


District No. 4, 


‘The summer term was taught by Miss 8. F. Blodgett, who 
not only is a good scholar, but has the power of imparting her. 
knowledge to others. The order of her school was as good 
as could be expected, where obstacles exist which character- 
ize no other school room in town. 
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see. We should all aim to this end, Committee, parents and 
teachers co-operating together. Another way of improving 
our schools is through the teachers themselves, for if they are 
not interested in their calling, very little results from their 
labors. ‘They must strive to excel, and their schools will rise 
in a corresponding scale. An active-minded teacher cannot 
help infusing his zeal into his pupils. 

The importance of primary education ought always to be 
kept before our minds. That the ‘child is father of the 
man,” is only too true here. Our children leave these schools 
at an average of ten years of age ; before that age how many 
habits and traits are acquired which go to form the character 
of the man! How important then that these faculties should 
be rightly directed! How much the results of our educational 
system depends on the care and attention bestowed on the 
child in these schools. ‘The importance of selecting teachers 
for these schools, whose influence for good will be felt, need 
no argument. 

We have thus endeavored to give you a fa
